Every member of tho
Provisional Government, he contin
ued, would work In harmony with the
Dall.

Michael Collins declared ho was re
sponsible to the Dull for what he did
In the capacity of Dnll Mnaneo Min-

ister, but for what he did "In other
capacities" ho was le&ponslblc only
to the electorate.

The exchanges between the Repub
lican's and tho Vroa Slate adherents
wero ut times most ncrlmonlous.

Shortly after tho Dall reassembled
a division was taken on the ratifica-
tion of the appointment of Patrick J.
llogan us Dull Minister of Agrlcul
turo. Tho voto was CO to f0 In his
favor and showed the strength lie
tween tho Republicans nnd Free
Staters.

TiHie Sixth Boor
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challenged on tho ground that ho
wan functioning as Itbor Minister
of the Provisional Government and
not of tho Dall. This was denied and
the appointment was approved.

Kanum Do Valera Inquired whut the
relations woro between tho Dall, Min-
ister of Kducatlon nnd tho Provisional
fjovcrnmcnt Minister of Kducatlon,
and asked that tho solo Minister re-
sponsible to the nation should bo that
of the Dall. As tho Dall was the
nation's sovereign Parliament he
would not consent, ho said, to the
Dall Ministry lelng mciely a nominal
one.

Dr. Michael Hnyos, Dall Minister
of lMiinition, explained that all
former Hrltlsh control over educa-
tion had been handed over to tho Pro-
visional Government, with which ho
was acting In concert.

Mr. Do Valera Insisted that tho
Dall Minister bo supreme. Richard
Mulcahy remarked that tho matter
was ono of words, nnd tho appoint-
ment was then ratified.

The samo question was raised In
tho caso of Minister of Agriculture
llogan, the Hcpubllenns urging tho
supremacy of the Dall and objecting
to documents bolnir Issued In tho
namo of tho Provisional Government

The Dall reassembled for a session
which was expected to conllnuo fot
several days. Tho main subject to bo
consldcied Is understood to bo that of
financing the Provisional Government
for tho coming olx months.

Kovln O'lllgglns Minister of Kco-nom-

Affairs, said tho hord Mayor of
Cork had written to Michael Collins,
tho Dall'n Minister of Finance, asking
for JC 2,nuo,riOO to rebuild Cork. The
Mayor knew, added O'lllgglns, that
as Minister of the Dnll Collins could
not command the 2,000,000, although
as Provisional Government Minister
he would lio able to obtain tho money
to liquidate this Rrltlsh liability.

Mr. Do Valera challenged this view,
saying ho would not carry on unless
the Dall were supremo ovor tho Dall
Ministers.

Richard Mulcahy, Minister of De-
fense, expressed tho view that tho
discussion was unnecessary, while
William Cosgrave, Minister of Local
(Jovcrnnicnt, characterized It as "non-
sense."

Adherents of Mr. Do Valera called
for a division on tho question of
Hognn's appointment us Minister of
Agriculture, and this wns ratified by
u majority of six.

"whero she came In on this, and sho
said: 'I don't want a thing but tho
plcasuro of having tho contrnct signed
In my office.

"Wo have reached tho conclusion,"
the Jury declared, "that such legisla

tion should provide' as follows:
"1. That before any security Is

offered for sale to the public the cor-
poration or association Issuing It
shall bo Investigated and the value
of security, after determination,
bo mado public.

"2. That every person or concern
doing- - business as a broker or dealing
In securities, and every exchange
through which securities are sold or
traced In or In any way handled, be
licensed by the State.

"S. That the same supervision now
given to banks and Insuranco com-
panies bo given o brokers and ex-
changes, nnd that frequent Investi-
gations be made by tho State into
tho affairs and transactions of such
brokers and exchanges.

"4 That these cor be under
tho supervision of the Secretary of
State, the State Department
or another department to bo created,
and such department should act In
concert with tho departments of tho
Stato controlling tho lssuo of secur-
ities of corporations.

"5 That tho records of tho depart-
ment having supervision should,
